WASHINGTON, June 13.—(AP)—General Eisenhower 
served grim notice or: the Nazis tonight that more invasions 
of Europe are in preparation. 

“The Nazis,” he said in a report to President Roosevelt, 
“will be forced to fight throughout the perimeter of their 
stronghold, daily expending their dwindling forces until 
overwhelmed by the hopelessness of their position.” 

The rt of the supreme Allied invasion commancer, 
made public at Mr. Roosevelt’s press conference, spoke: of 
the drive into Normandy as “a mere beginning.”

President Roosevelt, along with 
his report from Eisenhower, made 
public a statement from the For- 
eign Economic Administration 
showing Allied progress in sbut- 
ting off alloys vital to the German 
war effort. . 
The report brought out that vast

KANGAROO COURTS 

Another amendment approved 
forbids OPA to suspend a dealer’s 
license because he violates price 
ceilings. Representative Wolcott, 
Republican, Michigan, who offered 
the amendment, said it would halt 
OPA “kangaroo courts”, 

Both changes were approved 
tentatively, subject to a later roll- 
call vote. 

Dirksen said his court amend- 
ment, passed 127 to 115, would 
“restore due process of law as 
guaranteed by the constitution.” 

Fighting the proposal, Demo- 
cratic Leader McCormack, of 
Massachusetts shouted, “We're 
writing a bill to bring about in- 
flation, not to control it.”

Earlier the house rejected by an 
89 to 59 vote a proposal by Repre- 
sentative Cox, Democrat, Georgia, 
to allow review by federal circuit 
courts of OPA rulings. 

“I want government under law,”

an administrative agent with 
broad, Gietateriel powers.”

School Change

Appointment—rather than elec- 
tion—of county school ; superin- 
fendents will be recommended by 
a professional committee of the 
Georgia Education Association to 
state constitution redraftets today. 

The group, meeting yesterday 
in the state office building, how- 
ever, will ask that the «ffice of 
state school superintendent remain 
elective. 

The G. E. A. committee 
passed a resolution asking that 
public utilities be taxed; on the 
same basis as other property. 
Members contended that the pub- 
lic utility tax rates now set by the 
comptroller general are lower 
than the tax rates on other prop- 
erty set by county tax assessors. 

The recommendations of the 
G. E. A. group will be presented 
to the educational subcommittee 
of the commission redrafsing the 
constitution. This subcornmittee, 
headed by Frank Gross, of’ Toccoa, 
meets at 10 a. m. sree in the 
state capitol. 


Following the indicated attitude 
of the constitutional redrafters, 
the G. E. A. group expressed be- 
lief county schools could be di- 
vorced more from politics if coun- 
ty school superintendents were 
appointed by the‘county boards of 
education, instead of elected. The 
county boards would continue to 
be named by the grand jury, but 
would be appointed for & 5-year 
term instead of for four years. 
One member would be named an- 
nually. 

The G. E. A. group did ‘not fol- 
low the indicated attitude of the 
constitutional redrafting subcom- 
mittee on the state school superin- 
tendent. Chairman Gross Kad sug- 
gested that the state superintend- 
ent be appointed by the state 
board of education instead of 
elected by the neonle.

House today for President Rooke- 
velt’s approval. 

A 379 to 0 record vote in the 
house completed action on the 
compromise approved unanimdiés- 
ly yesterday by the senate. A sdn- 
ate-house committee had compfo- 
mised differences between the oa 
branches on the big bill estimated 
to cost between $3,000,000,000 ay 
$6,500,000,000. 

As it left Capitol Hill after 41 
most three months of considefa- 
tion, the bill provided for goveyn- 
ment-financed education, govegn- 
ment guaranteed loans, find- 
ing assistance, hospitalization ahd 
unemployment compensation for 
veterans of the present war. | 


Under its provisions, any vet 
eran whose education was inthe 
fered with by his war service mhy 
resume schooling~after his dfs- 
charge, provided he has served 
90 days or longer. In the case of 


the time he entered service, the 
legislation presumes his educatién 
was interfered with; those over 25 
must prove interference. Maki- 
mum schooling is limited to four 
years, depending upon the vét- 
eran’s length of service. The gov- 
ernment will pay not more than 
$500 annually for tuition and fees 
in addition to $50 monthly subsikt- 
ence allowance if there are no de- 
pendents and $75 where the vét- 
erans has dependents. _ ; 
To help veterans  purch 
homes, farms or small] business ts, 
the legislation provides for gcv- 
ernment-guaranteed loans by pfti- 
vate or public lending agencies at 
not more than four per cent in- 
terest, repayable in 20 years, with 
the Veterans’ Administration ab- 
sorbing the interest charges fpr 
the first year. The government 
guarantee may not exceed 50 per 
cent of the principal of a loan and 
no guarantee may exceéd $2,000.

NEW YORK, June 13.—(4)— 


Stanley Richardson, NBC reporter

Richardson, who had just re- 
turned from headquarters of an 
American air-borne division near 
Carentan, said in one instance the 
bodies of three American enlisted 
paratroopers, stripped to the 
waist, with their hands bound, 
were found in a heap beside the 
wall of a former German com- 
mand post. 


“There is every indication,” said 
Richardson, “that these Americans 
were executed after they had been 
captured, in violation of the rules 
of war.”

“Why don’t you,” read the letter, “sit down 
and say to the people of this nation, in the 
strongest editorial you ever wrote, that they ie 
have shamed themselve by failing to pray on im 
D-Day and that they must get back to God or perish. T 
and the news pictures showed us word and camera pictures of 
half-empty churches on that day.” 

My answer to that is, “How is that again?” 

I venture into any religious discussion with some trepidation. 
Not that I fear to do so, but because some good person invariably 
misunderstands. 

Nevertheless, this does give me an opportunity to say what I 
meant to say at the time. 

I thought it was an excellent idea for some of the churches to 
open their doors and urge all who would to come and pray. Il 
know that many persons went. : 

It was, I thought, most significant that the President of the 
United States and all the generals concerned with the invasion, 
called upon God and asked His mercy and understanding aid. ‘The 
President read his prayer in private, without newspapermen or 
cameramen present. This was as it should have been. The 
Generals Eisenhower and Montgomery called upon God in the 
messages directed to their troops a short time before battle. 

This nation is a religious nation. Its ideals are those of a Chris- 
tian nation, too. It has a difficult time fitting them all to its daily 
life because those ideals are very broad and completely unselfish. 
We have a great many who distort them and prostitute them. But 
we keep them before us and they help us as a nation. 

Nevertheless, and _ despite 


“WROUGHT WITH PRAYER” 
all this, I must confess I 


was surprised that as many turned out for prayer at church on that 
day as did. : 

Most persons, I think, feel about prayer as something between 
them and God. Therefore, when the invasion began and they 
thought of their sons, husbands or fathers engaged in the tremen- 
dous task of fighting their way across the death-strewn beaches 
of France, they did not feel like going to church in a demonstra- 
tion. They prayed in the quiet solitude of their homes, surrounded 
by memories of the son or father or husband at war. 

__Assuredly there is in this no hint of criticism for those who 
did go. For some there is a feeling of peace and security inside 
the four walls of their churches they do not find anywhere else. 

It is just that I do not agree that the fact the churches were 
not filled with mourning, praying throngs indicates the people do 
not believe in prayer. The skies were filled with prayers that 
day. And my guess is they have not ceased, but go up every hour 
of the day and many hours of night. 

Tennyson said, in “Morte d’Arthur”: 

“More things are wrought by prayer 

Than this world dreams of. Wherefore, let your voice 

Rise like a fountain night and day... .” 

Americans, most Americans, feel that about prayer. 

Many of them feel, with Matthew (Matthew 6:5-6), that one 
should pray in quiet and in private, and not obviously. 

But prayer is a part of our national life and as such it has con- 
tributed much to our national thinking and policies. 

So, had only a handful turned up for D-Day’s public prayers 
I would not think it at all significant or indicative of a lack of 


belief in prayer. 
COMFORT OF PRAYER (It was true, we may be sure, that 
in Germany there were mothers 
and fathers, wives and children, who knelt in prayer when their 
newspapers and radio brought them word the Allies were land- 
ing in France. 
All the years of the war they have been praying to the same 


‘God as we prayed to here at home, 


Yet there is this difference. Prayer cannot have been as much 
of a sustaining comfort to the German mothers and fathers, wives 
and children, as it was, and is, to our own people. 

In America our leadership has been one of Christian ideals. 
Our President has had many calls to prayer for the nation. Our 


“generals remembered to call upon God for mercy, aid and strength. 


The German people know their leaders long ago created a “new 
order” for the German people and that Christianity had no place 
in it. The tombstones, even, omitted Jesus. I saw them reading 
“Died in the faith of the Fuehrer.” 

Indeed, the lowly Nazarene came in for quite a denouncement 
by some of the Nazis, all with the approval of the Fuehrer who 
was, truth to tell, a little jealous of Jesus. The Nazis said Jesus 
and His teachings were contemptible because they taught gentle- 
ness and kindness and asked that we forgive our enemies and do 
them only justice. That, they shrieked, was pap for the decadent, 
washed-up democracies. The Nazi master race wanted stronger 
stuff. 

The German people know that. They promoted the pagan gods. 

The arrogant, insolent Nazi youth doesn’t mind. 

There are those, I imagine, who do mind and who feel lost 
and forsaken because of it

Selfish Reasons Why 
You Should Buy Bonds 


It is, of course, unnecessary to advance rea- 

sons why any decent American should buy all 

; the bonds for which he can scrape up the money 
zy during the Fifth War Loan campaign which 

got under way this week. The reasons are obvious and inescapable. 

The thought has occurred, however, that if some rather inter- 
esting facts which recently came to my knowledge—never mind 
how—were revealed they might carry weight with some of that 
minute minority which can’t altogether qualify as “decent” Ameri- 
cans. In other words, those whose actions are still ruled by sel- 
fishness, instead of unity and loyalty. 

Too, these reasons, though admittedly on the selfish side, could 
be added stimulus to quite decent folks who, nevertheless, like to 
— their own, personal conditions of life in the not distant 
uture. ; 

We all know that the money raised through the bonds we buy 
goes a long way toward the financing of the war. It buys the 
material with which our boys can smash the enemy. It provides 
necessities of life for those same boys and is the source of their 
monthly pay. We all want to be sure they get enough of every- 
thing needed to bring early victory and peace. 

To get down to direct cases, the new invasion front in France 
depends for its successful exploitation upon unlimited supplies of 
guns and tanks and planes and grenades and shells and bullets 
and men. All of which must be bought with the money we invest 
in bonds. 


YOUR AUTOMOBILE You know that we civilians are do- 

ing without many things we'd like 
to have, just because the military requirements take priority. We 
can’t have a new car because the factories are making tanks and 
trucks and jeeps for the fighting men. We can’t, even, have mcre 
than a rigidly limited amount of gasoline for the old cars we 
have. It is only a few who can get new tires when needed. Most 
of us have to make the old shoes do by retreadings and so on. 

Well, here’s where the French invasion front and the bonds 
we buy to provide the tools of victory, come into the automobile 
picture, 

It is a known fact, to many in Washington, for instance, that 
if the invasion succeeds, if Hitler and his German hordes are 
knocked out this year, there will be quick conversion back to the 
making of passenger cars for civilians by many of the automobile 
factories. Until the mounting civilian supply meets the demand 
there may, at first, be rationing of those new cars, just to play 
fair with everybody. 

But here’s something more. After Germany makes uncondi- 
tional surrender, the ODT, including gasoline rationing, will come 
to a. quick end. Likewise with tires. The progress in making 
serviceable tires with a high ratio of synthetic rubber, both for 
military and’ civilian use, has been such. that it won’t be many 
weeks after peace comes in Europe before we'll be able to buy 
whatever tires we want without getting permission of any ration- 
ing board. 

Won't all that be swell? It depends, «aremember, upon a quick, 
1944 knockout of the Germans. And that depends upon the sup- 
plies we send to our men in France, which in turn depend upon 
the bonds you buy. Simple, isn’t it? 


THERE IS A REVERSE SIDE There is, however, a reverse 


‘ side to the picture— 

Suppose, for any reason—. Suppose, for lack of guns or planes 
or tanks or men, that our invasion adventure comes to disaster? 
Suppose, just for a moment, that von Rundstedt and Rommel and 
their men are able to push our beachheads back into the sea? 
i we are heading for another Dunkirk, instead of another 

aly? 

Don’t shake your head as if such supposings are impossible. 
Nothing is impossible in war. 

_ Well, then, having supposed complete disaster for our armies 
in France, what wouid be the personal effect on you? 

There’d be no new automobiles for any civilians this year, nor, 
in all likelihood, in 1945. 

Gasoline rationing, instead of ending, would become far more 
drastic. You’d have to make those old tires take another, or two 
more, retreads. 

And, get this, authority in Washington says, if the war in Europe 
goes against us, this year, there’ll have to be requisitioning. of pri- 
vately owned automobiles in this country not later than January 
next. 

That, in short, is a small part of the personal stake you've got 
in the fighting in Normandy. Even though you are one of those 
rare folks without any close friends or family in the Army or Navy. 

Think it over. You'd better buy bonds, a lot of them, for selfish

To both, Mrs. Roosevelt answer- 
ed that the only thing to do was 
join a union. 

“Only the strength of an organ- 
ization can bring about any 
changes,” said she to the first 
clientand, to the second, “the av- 
erage white-collar workers are 
able to do exactly what the union 
workers are able to do—unless, of 
course, they are not organized, in 
which case the individual: has a 
limited opportunity to do anything 
for himself.” 


What She Meant 


What our heroine really meant 
was that the boss is forbidden by 
law to raise the pay of an indi- 
vidual who has earned a raise, if 
the individual refuses to join a 
union. But if a whole group of 
individuals join the union, then 
the boss can be compelled to raise 
the wages of all, including the 
loafers and incompetents without 
discrimination. This naturally 
multiples by dozens, hundreds or 
even thousands of times the cost 
of a raise to a single conscientious 
and efficient worker and adds an 
enormous unnecessary amount to 
the cost of their product, whether 
to the government or to the con- 
suming public, and runs up the 
cost of living and makes inflation. 
But the union will make a cam- 
paign contribution to Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s party in the interests of a 
fourth term in the White House 
for her in the role of gracious 
lady, and will exert itself in her 
behalf through its political organ- 
ization.

Dewey, Assured of Nomination, 
Is Vacationing on His Farm 


ALBANY, N. Y.—Governor Thomas E. Dewey placed the 
sheaf on his program of indifference to the Republican presiden 
nomination when he went to his farm at Pawling, near the New 
York-Connecticut border, last Thursday, to remain until Monday, 
a 19, just a week before the national convention meets in 
Chicago. - 


Mr. Dewey’s avowed purpose is to take a vacation, undisturbed 
by public affairs, but there are other designs to which the rural 
quietude could contribute. He might be getting away to study a 
mass of proposals for Republican platform planks, advanced from 
various sources. 


Also, if Dewey is to fly to Chicago to accept the nomination, as 
his close advisers hint he will, he has an important speech to write. 


Nobody could browse around Albany these days and depart 
with even so much as a shadow of doubt either that Mr. Dewey 
—- to be nominated for President, or that he will accept with 
alacrity. 


And while he will maintain his “I-am-not-a-candidate” front 
right up till the time the nomination is made, he frankly admits 
that there will be people in Chicago, when the resolutions com- 
mittee assembles a week ahead of the convention, authorized to say 
where he (Dewey) stands on certain platform proposals. 


Here, as elsewhere in the country, the invasion news has pretty 
well blotted out all other considerations during the last few days, 
but even the war news has its ‘political angle. 


INVASION HELPS GOP? More than one Dewey lieutenant 

suggested that the beginning of 
the grand offensive against fortress Europe thus early is calculated 
to enhance Republican chances. i = assumption is based on publie 
opinion polls which, without exception, have indicated that Gov- 
ernor Dewey would beat President Roosevelt if the war ends be 
fore November, and have given Dewey a slight edge if the war 
seems “nearly over” at election time. 


Opening of the invasion also dispelled an increasing state of 
Republican jitters, arising from the thought that D-Day might come 
as the convention was assembling. : 


A more tangible boost in confidence among the Deweyites was 
derived from the congressional by-election in the eleventh, New 
York City district, where, with the radio reports of the landing in 
France literally ringing in their ears, the voters on Tuesday elected 
a Republican congressman for the first time since 1902. 


Ellsworth B. Buck, a strong Dewey supporter, received 14,269 
votes, as against 10,764 for Thomas B. Cantwell in the combined 
Democratic and American-Labor columns. 


This result was just one more straw indicating the overwhelm- 
ing Democratic preponderance in New York City, without which 
no candidate of that party can carry New York state, is being 
rapidly whittled away. 


REAL STRENGTH As to Dewey’s Republiean convention 
strength, the New York political wheel- 

horses grin broadly at the suggestion that he has né more than the 

approximately 400 delegates formally committed to him. 


Here are just a few of the fat reserve chickens that they count: 

Fifty California delegates, released last week by Governor Earl 
Warren, are all set to go in a body to Dewey before formal ballot- 
ing begins. 

Well over a majority of the 70 delegates from Pennsylvania—the 
largest state block in the convention, excepting New York—are pri- 
vately pledged to Dewey, and these also are are likely to come out 
into the open before the voting starts. 

A substantial majority of New Jersey delegates, led by Gov- 
ernor Walter E. Edge, will do the same thing. 

The sole question of uncertainty remaining in the Dewey camp 
is whether the opposition candidates will quit in a body, after the 
above big ‘delegations and others record themselves in caucus for 
Dewey, or the contest will be continued to an actual voting show- 
down in the convention. Either way, it seems sure that Dewey 
will be nominated on the first ballot. . 

Two final bits of certain information: 


Dewey’s name will be formally presented to the convention in 
a nominating speech.

At the rest 
halts the terrier would get out in 
the fields to play and chase rocks 
with never any worry. It seemed 
wonderful to be a dog.

THE SHIP 

Along toward evening we reach- 
ed our ship. It was an LST, and 
it was already nearly loaded with 
trucks and armored cars and sol- 
diers.

Our own 
part would be precarious, He 
hoped to go in with as few cas- 
ualties as possible, but there wotld 
be casualties. 

From a vague anticipatory dread 
the invasion now turned into a 
horrible reality for me. 

In a matter of hours this holo- 
caust of our own as would 
swirl over us. o man could 
guarantee his own fate. It was 
almost too much for me. A feel- 
ing of utter desperation obsessed 
me throughout the night. It was 
nearly 4 a. m. before I got to sleep, 
and then it was a sleep harassed 
and torn by an awful knowledge.

Social Security and Enter prise Must Go Hand-in-Hand 


(Editor’s Note: The following 
article, on social security, is the 
third of eight written by Wendell 
Willkie on the position he thinks 
the Republican party should 
take.) 


A free economy, by its nature, 
entails a certain amount of fluctu- 
ation and risk. As a matter of 
fact, much of its strength and its 
very freedoms are directly related 
to its risks. But one cannot enjoy 
the freedoms of such a society 
without a minimum of economic 
security. Therefore the risks 
must be spread sufficiently to 
guarantee that all members of so- 
ciety are protected against the 
final economic disaster of going 
without the bare necessities of life. 
This is the function of the social 
insurances. 

We have too often been led to 
regard the social insurances as the 
opposite rather than the supple- 


ment of our enterprise system. We 
have been presented with them as 
alternatives. Do you want se- 
curity or initiative? Do you want 
protection or adventure? This is 
a fictitious issue. We need both, 
Indeed we cannot have one with- 
out the others. We cannot have 
security in terms of an advancing 
standard of living without enter- 
prise. We cannot have the initia- 
tive and energy we need for an 
expending economy without pre- 
serving and increasing the vigor 
of our human resources, 


Our present social security laws 
are inadequate for this purpose. 
The proposed Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill contains some of the 
essentials of an inclusive social se- 
curity program. But unfortunate- 
ly it is in many respects poorly 
conceived and perpetuates the in- 
equities of the present law. Taxes 
still fall most heavily upon the

Governor Dewey 
Leads Roosevelt 
In Michigan

PRINCETON, N. J.—If Thomas 
E. Dewey were the Republican 
presidential candidate and Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt the Democratic 
candidate, as of today Michigan 
would go into the Dewey column. 


That is the finding of an inten- 
sive Gallup survey covering all 
parts of Michigan. Field reporters 
for the poll asked voters in 
Dewey’s native state, carefully se- 
lected to represent the state’s en- 
tire voting population, to choose 
between Governor Dewey and 
President Roosevelt on the basis 
that the election were being held 
today with these men as the 
respective candidates. 

Here is a tabulation of replies 
showing the standing of the two 
men among civilian voters in 
Michigan: 

DEWEY 54% 
ROOSEVELT 46 


The present poll indicates a con- 
tinuing trend away from Roose- 
velt in the state of Michigan. The 
trend started after the presidential 
election of 1936, when Roosevelt 
carried Michigan by a comfortable 
majority. 

In 1940 Michigan provided per: 
centagewise the closest state race 
in the presidential election, going 
to Wendell Willkie by only about 
two-tenths of one per cent of the 
vote cast by major party voters. 
Willkie’s plurality in Michigan was 
less than 7,000, although the vote 
cast was over two million. |

ing table comparing the percent- 
age of the major party vote going 
to him in 1936 and 1940 with the 
findings in today state-wide sur- 
vey:

WASHINGTON, June 13.—(#)—

Bernie Coker

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lowest paid workers, while bene- 
fits are largest to the most highly 
paid.

Need knows no rules of eligi- 
bility or coverage. Protection 
against old age, illness and eco- 
nomic misfortune must be a right 
for everyone. Benefits must be 
adequate to provide a minimum 
sustenance in health and decency, 
regardless of a man’s previous 
earnings. This is important not 
alone to the individual, but to as- 
sure the relative stability of our 
consumer industries and agricul- 
tural production and the well be- 
ing of our whole society. 


Complete medical care should 
be available to ail, But any plan 
adopted today should be suffi- 
ciently flexible to allow for ex- 
perimentation and growth, and in 
any program of public medicine 
the value of the practicing physi- 
cian’s relationship to his patient 
must be recognized. Adequate 
provision must-be made for build- 
ing facilities where none now ex: 
ist, for developing health and 
diagnostic centers, and for funds 
for research and medical educa- 
tion. 

Another form of insurance that 
is of outstanding importance for 
the relatively stable functioning 
of our free economy is an ade- 
quate and uniform system of fed- 
eral unemployment insurance. To- 
day, we have 51 separate laws 
governing unemployment compen- 
sation. Our economy is too inter- 
dependent to allow this division of 
responsibility to continue. The 
present tax collection machinery, 
federal for some insurances, state 
for others, with duplication of 
records, is wasteful, costly and 
time-consuming. And benefit 
rates vary widely and are inade- 
quate. 

UNIFORMITY REQUIRED 

The postwar reconversion strain 
will fall unevenly on the states. 
In this crucial period we shall 
need the stabilizing influence of 
uniform standards and procedures, 
and of adequate benefits fixed, 
not according to former wages, 
but on the basis of a regional cost 
to living, to cover bare necessities. 

For a long time our society left 
the education of children to the 
indivirual parents’ ability to pay. 
Then it made a decision which 
changed civilization. It decided 
that all children should be edu- 
cated, regardless of their parents’ 
income. 

We are now faced with another 
decision as logical and as neces- 
sary, about which we must begin 
to think. We have left the feed- 
ing, clothing, shelter and medical 
care of our children to be de- 
termined by their parents’ income 
alone. It hasn’t worked and can 
never work, for a man whose 
skills may permit him to earn 
only the minimum wage. No 
wage or income based upon the 
value of the economic contribution 
of the individual can ever be made 
to take into proper consideration 
the needs of his dependents. 


CHILDREN OUR FUTURE 

The children of America are 
the future of America. The 

rinciples of self-preservation, no 
ess than those of humanity, de- 
mand that we place sq@arely on 
society the responsibility of mak- 
ing the citizens of tomorrow 
healthy, energetic and educated. 
We should begin the moment the 
war is over to see that every 
child in America grows up with 
the basic necessities of education, 
good food, adequate clothing, med- 
ical care and a decent home. 

We whose faith is in a freely 
competitive society have the spe- 
cial obligation of seeing that all 
“start fair,” physically and mental- 
ly, as well equipped for the race 
as their natural endowment per- 
mits. 

There is nothing new in provid- 
ing men with minimum protec: 
tion. When our society was pre- 
dominently agricultural, Abraham 
Lincoln’s homestead laws offered 
to the people of the United States 
what was then necessary protec- 
tion—land and a chance to build 
a home. Today when our society 
is predominently industrial, the 
formulas must change. And all 
the resolutions for the preserva- 
tion of the enterprise system will 
not do one fraction as much to 
preserve it as the assurance to 
men and women of the protections 
which they are rightfully demand- 
ing, protections which are basic 
to their time. 

The Republican party should 
see to it that they get them.

Salary Bonus gy 


By HERMAN HANCOCK. 
The 1,950 employes of Atlanta’s 
school system will draw $120,000 
in salary bonuses for the third 


quarter of 1944, under action of 
the board of education in extend- 
ing the bonus payments from June 
30 to September 30. 

Not only did the board approve 
continuation of the 12% to 15 per 
cent bonus payments, but it voted 
unanimously yesterday to estab- 
lish a new salary schedule for 
teachers. It also heard Miss Ira 
Jarrell, school superintendent, re- 
port that hundreds of tons of 
scrap were collected by Atlanta 
school children during the spring 
drive. Twenty-two of the schools 
won V flags for effective scrap 
drive activities. 

The new salary schedule, which 
replaces one abandoned by the 
board several months ago, after it 
'was held that teachers performing 
‘similar services should receive 
i'same compensation, will maintain 
| substantially present salary out- 
lays. 

Elementary teachers will re- 
‘ceive from $65 to $118 monthly 
‘depending on their qualifications, 
experience, etc., and this may be 
increased by automatic advance- 
ments and increments for addi- 
tional degrees and study up to 
$200 a month. 

High school teachers will start 
at from $70 to $131 a month and 
their salaries can be hiked under 
a schedule of automatic raises and 
increments to a maximum of $231 
monthly. 

Miss Jarrell reported that school 
children collected and turned in 
2,137,594 pounds of scrap paper; 
1,401,044 tin cans, and 137,252 
pounds of waste fat in the drive 
which began March 15, when the 
schools and the Chamber of Com- 
merce launched their joint V flag 
campaign.

Exercises . 
Tolmprove 
Throatline

There is something very special 
about a mother who can change 
from an excessively overweight 
person to a slim, attractive wom- 
an.

One 
of the proudest youngsters I know 
of, and rightly, is Nancy Ann, 
the 10-year-old daughter of the 
reducer who brought her 270 
pounds down to 132, and who 
sheared a total of 46 inches off 
her measurements. 

This gallant mother writes: “My 
daughter is so proud of me. She 
fairly bursts a button as her lit- 
tle chest swells with pride at the 
nice things people say about her 
mother.”

The part of this reducer’s pro- 
gram that really shows her met- 
tle is the exercise by which she 
slimmed 13 inches off the bust 
measurement, 15 inches off the 
waist, and 18 off the hips.

She had a round. dozen and 
I am giving you one or two of 
these for each measurement: 

To Improve the Throatline: 
Hold head as high as possible, 
slowly turn head to right, touch 
chin to right shoulder, then tip- 
ping chin in air circle head slowly 
back, and touch chin to other 
shoulder. Repeat 10 to 20 times, 
slowly. 

To Firm Arms and Bust: Hold 
arms out at shoulder level at sides, 
and rotate, first forward in small, 
six-inch circles, then back, at 
least 20 times in each direction.

LONDON, June 13.—(4)—The 
guarding the approaches to the

Karelian isthmus have been cleaved and the onrushing Red army 
now is less than 36 miles from Finland’s vital port of Viipuri, Moscow 


dispatches said tonight. 

The broadcast Russian com- 
munique, tersely werded, stated 
that Soviet forces continued on 
the offensive during the day and 
captured “several enemy strong: 
points.” 

Other Moscow accounts of the 
great northward drive by the 
troops of Colonel General Leonid 
A. Govorov were more expansive 
and called the attack by artillery, 
tanks, infantry and planes one of 
the mightiest combined operations 
the Soviets have yet attempted. 

Finnish troops were fleeing so 
fast before the Red army’s advanc- 
ing that the Moscow radio said 
towns were being abandoned in- 
tact and there were predictions 
that Finland would be knocked 
out of the war by July 1. 

Izvestia, officia] Soviet govern- 
ment newspaper, said the Finns 
were surrendering in ever-grow- 
ing numbers. 


NAZI VIEWPOINT 

German military commentators 
showed a tendency to depreciate 
the Russian drive against Finland 
as a mask for bigger operations 
yet to get under way elsewhere 
along the front. However, the Mos- 
cow, communique said there were 
no changes in other sectors during 
the day. 

Through Stockholm came ad- 
vices that the Finns were resent- 
ful of the fact that no help was 
being given them by the Nazis. 
The Finns, it was said, were ready 
to evacuate not only Viipuri, but 
virtually the entire isthmus. 

Reports both from Stockholm 
and from Berlin said the Finns ad- 
mitted there was little doubt of 
the result. Soviet forces, plunging 
through thick forests, already had 
reached points beyond captured 
Raivola, about 36 miles from Vii- 
puri, Finland’s second largest city. 

A Stockholm dispatch said the 
Finns had begun evacuating Vii- 
puri and other regions in the path 
of the Soviet offensive, although 
Helsinki dispatches stated Finn- 
ish troops were in process of 
“stabilizing the front.”
